A Vow To Keep Open 


BCC’s board of trustees had 
come out in support of the 
teachers’ demand for a 9 percent 
hike in pay. They vowed, 
however, to keep the school open 
if there was a strike. It was not 
known if they planned to hire 
substitutes to fill in for the 
striking teachers. Acting 
President Durst said that he was 
committed to the trustee’s 
decision. The task of keeping 
BCC open would be a difficult 
one. Local labor leaders stated 
that they would honor the faculty 
picket lines. Work on the $1.5 
million business building would 
stop as well as the deliveries of 
food and other supplies to BCC, 
John Lyons, President of the 
Binghamton Building and 
Construction Trades Council 
said, “If there are legitimate 
pickets out, we will honor them.”’ 
The president of the Broome 
County Federation of Labor said 
that other members of the 
federation would also comply.

The effects of teacher disputes 
was perhaps felt strongest by Dr. 
Joseph Peone, an Associate 
Professor of Chemistry at BCC 
and a member of _ the 
Susquehanna Valley Board of 
Education, whose teachers have 
been on strike for sometime.

The Student Boycott is now history. To say that it was a success 
would be an understatement. The Student Mobilization Committee, 
the organizing unit behind the boycott, hoped that a large number 
of students would boycott classes so that the public would see that 
the students were overwhelmingly behind their teachers. This hope 
was realized many times over. At one o’clock, there were only 98 
students in class: and most of these students had mid-terms. 
llopefully, the people of Broome County got the message. The

was. 

But there remains a deeper significance behind the actions of the 
student body. For the first time in BCC’s history, the students 
united behind a cause and took effective action. October 17 showed 
that BCC students were not as apathetic as they were cracked up to 
be. Of course there were some students who used the boycott as a 
good excuse to skip classes that they wouldn’t have attended in the 
first place. However, most of the students have been well-informed 
and seemed sincere in their actions last Tuesday. 

Students who did boycott should be given a pat on the back. Their 
actions were effective. But let us not become overly complacent. As 
the song title says, ‘‘We’ve Only Just Begun.”’ The Student Senate, 
the FULCRUM, and the other organizations which comprise the 
extra-curricular activities on this campus are screaming for 
members. There is much to be accomplished and now is not the 
time to rest on our laurels.

‘environment’ was used by sociologists and psychologists as an 
excuse for any number of ills. ‘Ecology,’ if it was mentioned at all 
would have brought either blank stares or mumbling about it being 
a branch of archeology. In itself, this is nothing. But as a 
manifestation of the educational process it becomes indicative of 
where we can go, if we decide to. The possibilities are endless. It 
has been shown that it is possible to live in a materialistic world 
and preserve the good things around us. Of course, needless to say, 
this will cost money. And, of course, it needs tobe done. 

On November 7, the Environmental Quality Bond Act of 1972 will 
be offered to the voters of New York State in form of Proposition 
One. The passage of the Bond Act will commit $1.15 billion to the 
task of cleaning up New York. The objectives are already law and, 
accordingly, they must be met. The Bond Act assures this 
eventuality and promises to complete it in shorter time than any 
other alternative. 

Broken down, the monies will be appropriated in the following 
manner: $650,000,000 for new and needed sewage treatment 
facilities. $150,000,000 will be used for the abatement of air 
contaminants from government smoke stacks, including $100 
million to go directly to municipalities for their public buildings 
such as hospitals and schools. $175,000,000 will enable the state to 
preserve priceless land resources, including $59,000,000 to aquire 
key tracts of wilderness in the Adirondacks and Catskills. 

This newspaper has reviewed the plusses and minuses of the 
Bond Act. It is a non-partisan Bond Issue and not one cent of the 
money will be allowed to finance already started projects. The 
major drawback is, as mentioned before, that this will cost from 
our pockets. It is the opinion of this paper that it is better than 
having our children pay; and if we don’t, be assured they will. 

The Editorial Board advocates the passage of the Environmental 
Quality Bond Act. Vote ‘Yes’ on Proposition One and spend a little

Zarathustra Provokes Comment 


“Crutch” Refuted 


To the Editor: 
I was interested in the letter to 


the editor concerning “Jesus 
Folly” in the October 12, 1972 
Ffulerum, The letter-writer 


assumes the worn-out alias, 
“Zarathustra”, and, like the 
Persian carpets upon which his 
namesake sat, comes up rather 
flat. He makes a_ blanket 
indictment of all Christians by 
employing the same alarmist 
rationale which motivated 
confused Ronian emperors a long 
lime ago. ‘Then, as now, the 
pscudo-intellectuals with an axe 
fo prind no doubt were 
impressed, 

The origin of the name 
“Zarathustra” is eastern dialect 
for the = aneient Iranian 
expression for “the owner of old 
camels”. The letter-writer’s 
distorted view of Christian 
principles indicates ownership of 
a crate of sour grapes which are 
rivaled in vintage only by those 
same camels. While attacking 
what he calls a ‘“‘pie-in-the-sky” 
religion. he forgets that. the 
Zoroastrian concepts, from 
Which his pen-name is taken, are 
based: on worship of the deity 
Ormazd and deal with a great 
struggle between the so-called 
powers of light and darkness. If 
you're poing to attack ‘‘pie-in- 
thesky”’ religions, Zarathustra, 
why not start with that if your 
chosen namesake or get a new 
nickname. 


Like those of any other 
religion. the problems — of 
Christianity are not in- the 


religion per se, bul rather in the 
persons who don’t understand its 
philosophy or who choose not to 
understand. Thought and 
understanding, then, are of the 
essence of Christian living. 
though the letter-writer would 
have one believe otherwise. 
He also refers to Christianity 
as a crutch. This is pretzel logic 
at its best. If anything, 
Christianity urges a man_ to 
throw away his crutch and live 
confidently. It would seem that 
the letter-writer has been 
misguided by some Christian 
maleontents, or, perhaps, has 
been one himself. 

In short, he should get his faets 
straight before concocting a 
supposed Christian threat — to 
thinking men, Those same 
thinking men are as unimpressed 
with frightened Zoroastrians as 
they are with onee-a-week, 
Sunday-morning, nothing-else 
hypocrites who pass themselves 
off as Christians. Fortunately, 
thinking men are wary of both 
extremes. and those who 
embrace Christianity do so after 
considering the inherent 
variables. ; 

The letter-writing Zarathustra 
speaks witha marked profundity 
and ina manner quite eloquent, 
but with little common sense. He 
suppests that faith and cogitation 
are incompatible; — simple 
experience indicates otherwise. 
Oh ves, one might play the same 
pseudo-intellectual game and 
speak of empirical verification 
rather than experience, but 
pedantry is best left to those who 
are trying to impress someone.

That covers a lot of territory. It 
makes assertions about such 
people as John Calvin who 
certainly cannot be said to be 
illogical; about St. Augustine 
who wrote some of the most 
logical and persuasive literature 
about Christianity after he had 
been a skeptic for many years 
and finally went through what he 
chose to describe as a Conversion 
experience. On the modern scene 
it makes comment on the 
authenticity of such people as 
CS. Lewis, a teaching fellow at 
Oxford University anda member 
of the clergy of the -Anglican 
church until his recent death. It 
slurs the intellectual status of 
sucha man as John Stott, author 
of many books which are both 
profound and logical. 

Furthermore, this person’s 
letter attempts to gainsay the 
experience of many people who 
have claimed to have a vital 
relationship with one, Jesus 
Christ. This is no new thing. This 
person is merely following in the 
footsteps of other skeptics. before 
him-her who have accused other 
human beings of having a false 
experience in order to somehow 
validate their own experience — 
or lack of it. The fact that 


Zarathrustra finds Christianity 


an offense to his-her inquisitive 
mind by no means makes it a 
universal. There are some 
inquisitive minds who have found 
satisfaction in the relationship 
that is possible between a human 
being and God through the person 
of Jesus Christ. For ‘“Z” to 
attempt to gainsay _ this 
satisfaction is impossible, 
illogical, unkind, and the apex of 
bigotry. 

You see, in the end what ‘'Z”’ is 
saying is that he has founded his 
faith in his own little mind which 
he appears to trust implicitly. So 
his accusation that Christianity is 
an “‘excellent- search for the 
ultimate crutch” only says that 


that it was a foolish, childish act 
of pride from one man upon his 
brother. 

A country may feel great 
loyalty and love for those 
thousands of men who gave their 
lives for it, and therefore keep a 
place in its heart for those men. 

Probably the greatest love a 
person can show is_ altruistic 
love. Willingly giving up your life 
so someone else may live is a 
wonderful thing to do. As it says 
in John 15:13, “Greater love hath 
no man tha this, that a man lay 
down his life for his friends.”’ 
Think about that my friend. Is 
there anyone on this campus or in 
your city or hour home that you 
would want to die for, that you 
would be willing to die for? If 


he chooses touse the crutch of his 
own intellectual superiority. We 
all lean on something. We all 
depend on something to get us 
through the experiences of life. 
One can certainly cut logs with a 
chain saw without turning on the 
motor. It does cut better with the 
motor running, however. So if 
“Z’ chooses to navigate his way 
through this life without the 
motor running, this is his choice. 
No one can make it for him. 
However, if I choose to navigate 
my way through life with a 
source of power outside of 
myself, (and I do), that is my 
choice also. And for ‘Z” to 
regard himself as superior by 
virtue of the fact that he chooses 
fo “go it on his own” and to 
deride and criticize me _ for 
choosing to *‘go it with God’, only 
demonstrates how bigoted one 
can become in the name_ of 
liberalism. 

I quite agree with “Z”’ that the 
world is becoming complicated. I 
also agree that we need to use the 
cerebral capacity that God has 
given us — or in the case of ‘‘Z”’ 
that he seems to have by some 
other form of natural 
endowment. However, there is a 
book called the Bible which 
claims to be a message from God 
- His own Word, to be exact. It 
has many comments to make 
about’ the way people should 
behave in this world —. not only in 
the “‘pie in the sky by and by”’ to 
which ‘*Z’’ alludes. This book 
condenins the inconsistencies in 
human behavior, but it also 
provides a means of strength 
whereby these inconsistencies 
can be overcome. If the Bible is 
true - and the only way to 
demonstrate its truth is by the 
application of its words to human 
experience — then what “‘Z”’ has 
to say about it being fiction and 
the “fabrication of his fanatical 
followers’? would have to be 
regarded as the expression of 
“Z's” opinion —.not really any 
authoritative pronouncement as 
it comes off in his letter to you. 


I find it most strange that the 
one who objects so strenuously to 
the lack of reason and the use of 
the intellect in Christianity 
should make pronouncements 
that I find considerably harder to 
swallow than those that I find in 
the Bible. If one wants to be 
genuinely scientific about the 
investigation of the nature of 
Christianity, one must examine 
the experience of thousands of 
people in all countries of the 
world over a period of 2,000 
years. Immanuel Kant thought 
he had destroyed St. Anselm’s 
logic in his ‘‘Cur Deus Homo,” 
when he wrote the Critiques of 
Pure and Practical Reason. This 
was not the first nor the last 
attempt to destroy the logic of 
Christianity. But over against 
this stands the assertion of the 
Bible that ‘‘he that cometh to God 
must believe that He is and that 
He is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek Him.”’ This is 
faith. Not what ‘‘Z”’ asserts it to 
be, the surrender of reason, It 
examines a statement that is 
made, makes a_ conscious 
commitment of the will to 
operate as if that statement were 


someone wanted to harm a loved 
one would say to him, ‘don’t hurt 
my wife, or child or brother. 
Take me! Hurt me all you want 
but' please spare them!” Or 
better yet, suppose that person 
did harm your loved ones, or you, 
and robbed you. If that person 
would ever be in danger of 
perishing, would you willingly go 
{o his rescue and try to save him? 
Could you ever love your enemy 
or would you turn your back to 
him and say “Sorry fella! Now 
it's your turn’ to suffer!’’ Most 
likely, we would choose the 
latter. Being Human, we would 


hate that person so much we ~ 
would get pleasure in seeing him - 
Hate is a very_ 


suffer. Yes! 
unpleasant trait of man I repeat! 


true, and, finding it to be 
cmpiricaaly validated, moves on 
{o other examinations and other 


satisfying spiritual gains. 
Anything short of this — which 
seems to be what ‘Z” is 


criticizing — is not Scriptural 
Christianity and therefore not the 
valid target for ‘*Z’s’’ objections. 

Perhaps it would be profitable 
ior all concerned if we could talk 
about these matters face to face 
(without pseudonyms). We might 
be able to clarify the issues and 
see just what Christianity really 
does have to say to those who 
seek reality as well as to those 
who doubt its veracity.

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Primary Reforms Urged 


The “‘system”’ of Preferential primaries that 
we have now is definitely a mess. Even though 
one national or a few regional primaries, which 
states like New Hampshire would definitély 
object to, would bring about as many problems 
as they would solve; there is a whole world of 
room for reform. 

Most of the reforms that can be practiced are 
not radical changes, but are standardizations 
brought about to eliminate the confusion of the 
present system. As it stands, the only similarity 
is that all primaries are in the first half of each 
presidential election year. Evenif one or more of 
the candidates are in every primary, not 
everybody votes for the same group of people. In 
Michigan, the voter votes directly for the 
candidate of his choice and delegates are 
proportioned out later, but; in New York, a 
person chooses the delegates and must carry a 
score card with him to make sure not to cast a 
vote for the wrong man. 

The first reform would be to have all delegates 
chosen by districts. Any regularly reapportioned 
district will do, but the congressional district is 
the best because it is based on a national office. 
The reason for districts rather than proportions 
is that the delegates are necessarily closer to the 
grass roots. With proportions, it’s possible to 
appoint so many city dwellers for John Doe, so 
many city dwellers for Peter Fisk, and so many 
city dwellers for Waldamir Kaszinski; and 
completely ignore the ruralities and 
suburbanites. Although they would be likely to 


vote for their man on the first few ballots, all the 


rest of the time, they’d vote like city slickers. 
After the district delegates are chosen, there 
remains the problem of the “‘at large’’ delegates. 


* 


In this instance, proportioning is a good idea if 
practiced fairly. In addition to avoiding the 
dilemma of where to assign the additional 
delegates, this allows for readjustment in cases 
where someone wins big in the districts he wins 
and comes in close in the districts he loses. To be 
as fair as possible, the proportioning should be 
based only on those districts having 
assemblance of competition on the ballot, but 
that would mean that if only one district has 
more than one slate of delegates running; that 
district would count for a lot more delegates than 
it deserves. Therefore, statewide registration is 
a necessity. 


The state committees should endeavor to fill 
the slates with delegates reflecting the 
population in terms of race, sex, background, 
and age; but if they cannot honestly do so 
without circumventing the will of the people (it is 
difficult to find a Black woman under 30 for 
George Wallace; and a left wing delegate for a 
right wing candidate or vice versa is not only 
sheer nonsense, but potential suicide for the 
party) anyone who insists on such 
““backgrounding”’ should kindly take a running 
jump and go to hell. 


Another reform urgently needed is the 
elimination of the crossover vote. The potential 
good of that provision hasn’t been applicable for 
a long time while the potential danger still hangs 
over us like a Sword of Damocles. Whenever one 
party has no real contest in a crossover state, 
many party faithful will cross over to vote for the 
least electable contender in the other party. 
There is the argument that the crossover 


provisions allow greater participation by aie U 


independents in the system, but because the — 
major partiesare supposed tobe able to include a — 
good portion of the political spectrum, the | 
counter-argument, ‘‘If you want to vote in aed 4 
A’s primary, you have to enroll in party A,” is 
quite valid. 

The primary where all serious candidates are 
automatically entered is a good idea, because it 
prevents the candidates from using the 
primaries for their own purposes and because it 
gives all the voters in those primary states the 
full spectrum of candidates. However, because — 
someone with the realistic hope of winning would 
tend to enter as many as he or she can, this 
reform, though eminently advisable, 
urgently needed. 


Because these laws are meant to clear up some 
existing confusion, the place where the reforms — 
should be made is in the legislatures of the 

- primary states. Because an effort solely in the 
legislatures can’t be properly coordinated, the 
National committees of the major parties should 
assume the responsibility of seeing the Standard 
Primary through.

Any state that deliberately ignores the more 
important reforms such as California in effect 
keeping the banned Unit Rule should be 
constantly challenged until it does change. Any 
card carrying reformer Should not take a 
vacation ina spot that needs reform because the 
place supports him; and a state that does not 
retorm because it anticipates no contest snouid 
look ahead for the next presidential year (if they 
anticipate never having a contest, maybe they 
should reform so they can get a contest.

When you vote this November, 
you will find on the ballot, seven 
people running for president. 
This may be confusing, 
especially if you have heard of 
one major candidate referred to 
as being the ‘‘lesser of two evils.”’ 
The other tickets are what is 
commonly referred to as being 
“third party candidates.” 

The minor parties can be 
broken down into three classes: 

1) Doctrinaire party. This sort 


seeks the spreading of a doctrine 
and feels that the election of their 
people to high offices is a 
legitimate means of doing that. 
Examples of Doctrinaire parties 
are the Communist party (Gus 
Hall, Jarvis Tyner), the Socialist 
Labor party (Louis Fisher, 
Genevieve Gunderson), the 
Socialist Worker party (Evelyn 
Reed, Clifton DeBerry); all three 
of which are on the ballot in New 
York; and some others that are 
not; such as Prohibition, Dr.

2) State Based parties. These 
exert considerable influence in 
one state, but aren’t heard from 
outside that state. New York’s 
Conservative and Liberal parties 
are the most frequently cited 
examples. This year, as normal, 
the presidential candidates of 


these parties are the major party 
candidates. In ’68, however, the 
Conservatives endorsed Wallace. 


3) Secession parties. These are 
the real third parties. They are 
often National in scope, and they 


have influenced elections. 
Secession parties result when 
both major parties fail in 


representing the people. 
Examples are the People’s party 
in the 1890s; the Progressive 
parties of Teddy Roosevelt and 
Robert LaF ollette, the 
Dixiecrats; and  Wallace’s 
American Independent party. 
The AIP still exists, but it has 
become doctrinaire and is not on 
the ballot in New York.

Keith Nelson awoke at six on the morning of 
Tuesday, October 17. Like most people at this 
hour, he found it hard to wipe the cobwebs from 
his brain and prepare for the day ahead. It was 
especially difficult for Keith because he hadn’t 
been getting much sleep lately. The lines under 
his eyes best exemplified the fatigue which was 
so evident on Keith’s face, Keith was the acting 
chairman of the Student Mobilization Committee

This was to be Keith’s longest day yet. He had 
to coordinate the student marshalls, keep in 
touch with the area news media, and handle the 
nagging little details that always seem to occur 
when coordinating an event of this magnitude. 
Other antagonistic worries kept flowing through 
his mind. Would there be confrontations between 
students? How many would boycott, 100 or 1000? 
Would the boycott be beneficial or would it have 
an adverse effect’ on the county-faculty 


_negotiations which were at a very critical 


phase? Most people facing these burdens at such 
an early hour would probably curl back up and 
hope that when they awoke, these worries would 
somehow disappear. With some extra effort, 
however, Keith dragged himself from the warm 
confines of his blankets, grabbed a quick 
breakfast, and headed for campus. 


Students Came Forth 


__ The fact that Keith had survived to see this day a 
‘is somewhat miraculous. Keith’s previous days 


were filled with lengthy SMC meetings, making 
picket signs and posters, organizing picket lines, 
keeping in touch with the area news media, 
student leaders, the county legislators, the 
Faculty Association, and the Administration, 
typing up fact sheets and other pamphlets and 
see that they were distributed. To say that Keith 
did all this without help would be both inaccurate 
and unfair. Several students came forth, joined 
the SMC, and in a well-organized campaign got 
word to the students as to new developments and 
urging students to become involved. An able 
co-chairman came in the form of Eric Fridh. 
What Keith could not attend to, Eric did. 


Not Very Lively 


AU 7:15, the campus was not very lively. The 
morning air was chilly. It appeared that the only 
students present were the SMC’s student 
marshalls who were stationed at the building 
entrances and at the two entrances to the 
campus. Others were passing out tags which 
read “Boycott Supporter.” 


Kaleidoscopic Headquarters 


SMC’s headquarters were in A-100. The small 
office was a kaleidoscope of colorful posters and 
mobiles, but the center of attraction was the 
large percolator which rested in the middle of 
the cluttered desk at which Keith was seated. 
Some of the marshalls, who had attempted to 
withstand the cold, shivered their way to the 
office and warmed themselves with a cup of 
coffee. Keith, with his ever ready smile, asked 
the big question: How many were boycotting? It 
appeared that the boycott was quickly taking 
hold. Several teachers reported attendance of 
only one or two students. Many had to cancel 
class because not one student had appeared. For 
cach class-hour, marshalls patrolled the 
buildings, getting an accurate count of how 
many students were in-class. Each report 
became increasingly encouraging. The number 
was dwindling. Then came the best news of the 
day. SMC member Warren Drumm, just 
returned from a count during the one o’clock 
period. ‘I don’t believe it!’ he shouted, “only 
ninety-eight people are in class.’’ For Keith and 
the other hardworking members of the SMC, this 
was their big moment. The effort was worth it. 
The boycott worked. At that point, Keith put his 
feet on the desk (the coffee had run out for quite 
some time), leaned back in his chair, closed his 
eyes, and savored the success of the boycott. 
Now, more lines appeared on his visage. But 
these lines were caused by the broad smile which 
had begun to creep over his face. It was a long 
day; yet a good one.- :

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Glynn Endorsed For Exec. 


On Tuesday, November 7, all 
registered voters will take to the 
polls to cast their ballots. Besides 
voting for the office of President 
of the United States, those of us 
residing in the County of Broome 
will have an important office 
which will be decided . . . the 
Broome County Executive. 


The three candidates for this 
post include incumbent Edwin L. 
Crawford, Democrat Charles R. 
Glynn and Conservative Charles 
C. Kark. We have been following 
this race closely over the past 
few weeks, and with all facts 
measured, Mr. Glynn seems to us 
to be the fittest for the job. 


Glynn, who roomed and played

In the upcoming political 
elections, a four year term of 
Broome County Executive will be 
decided.

Binghamton, N.Y., and the

downtown Binghamton. It will 
take a lot of tax dollars to keep 
this building and the Arena in 
operation, but it would take a lot 
more to keep the buildings 
closed.

QUESTION: Enclosed is an ad from a magazine 
that suggests that a woman can increase her 
bustline three to five inches. It is based on an 
exerciser. Please comment. Does it work? 


ANSWER: The ad is for the Mark Eden 
Developer and Bustline Contouring Course. It 
shows the usual before and after pictures — 
women increasing their bust from 34 or 35 inches 
to 39 or 40 inches in just eight weeks. Indeed, the 
pictures look impressive. But closer 
examination revealed that all the women in the 
“before’’ pictures had very poor posture and 
since they were fully clothed it was impossible to 
tell what kind of supporting bra they were 
wearing. The “‘after’’ pictures, in addition to 
demonstrating better posture, also have the 
women wearing bikini bathing suits with a top 
that looks like it gives considerable uplift. 
Seizing upon the opportunity to do a quick 
experiment, I whipped out my tape measure and 
rounded up a few volunteers. I had them 
simulate the poor posture illustrated in the 
magazine ad and measured them. I then had 
them stand properly and remeasured them. All 
subjects increased their bustline by at least two 
inches, including myself and another man who 
volunteered for the experiment. The women in 
the ad were very well endowed to begin with and 
I am sure that an uplift bra would account for 
another inch or two. There is little doubt that 
exercise resulting in better posture and 
increased strength of certain muscles in the 
chest can maximize a bustline, but it cannot 
make the breast itself any larger. I think that 
you would be perfectly safe to follow the 
recommendations in the ad, but I doubt that you 
have to spend $9.95 for an exerciser to find out 
what to do. Check with the people in the physical 
education department of your school. 


QUESTION: Can you tell me how long 
Benzedrine remains in one’s system? I read 
somewhere that it stays in the body for up to 
three weeks. Is there any difference whether it is 
Benzedrine or Dexedrine as to the extent of time 
remaining in the blood stream? 

ANSWER: Benzedrine and Dexedrine are trade 
names for two types of amphetaminedrugs. They 
differ from each other in terms of chemical 
configuration and Dexedrine usually has more 
central nervous system activity and is used 
more commonly. Metamphetamine, the original 
possessor of the nickname *‘speed”’ is another

member of the family of even greater central 
nervous system effects. 

Amphetamines are immediately absorbed 
from the blood stream into body tissues and can 
be found by testing the urine, not the blood. 
Excretion of these drugs is dependent upon the 
state of kidney function and acidity of the urine. 
The more acid the urine the more rapidly they 
are excreted. However, they remain onboard 
for quite a long time. Trace amounts can 
certainly be found at least a week after the drug 
is stopped. From a practical point of view, this 
means that a psychosis induced by 
amphetamine is apt to persist for at least three 
to seven days following the last dose of drugs. 

These drugs are widely prescribed for weight 
reduction and abused because of their transient 
mood elevating qualities and their ability to 
alleviate fatigue. In none of these situations are 
the benefits more than very temporary and often 
they are illusory. In fact, a recent study showed 
rather clearly that amphetamine usage for more 
than a week resulted in depression for many 
people. The drugs have a high habitation 
potential. They are useful in two rather rare 
medical conditions, narcolepsy (uncontrollable 
sleeping spells) and the treatment of the 
hyperkinetic child. 


QUESTION: I was told by a doctor that hickeys 
on the breast can lead to breast cancer. Do you 
know if there is any truth in that or is he just 
trying to spoil part of my fun? 

ANSWER: Hickeys, for the uninformed, are 
bruises produced by the application of strong 
suction to a small area of skin resulting in blood 
leaking out of superficial capillaries. Some 


people use the term to refer to similar small _ 


bruises that result from. bites. The term is 
almost always confined to bruises produced in 
the course of lovemaking or other affectionate 
play. Occasionally, a small child might be seen 
witha hickey — like lesion resulting from placing 
a suction cup dart on his forehead. The idea of- 
hickeys causing breast cancer sounds 
preposterous and I imagine that the physician 
you saw was either jealous or kidding you and 
you didn’t realize it. 

Biting and nibbling, in addition to other forms 
of oral stimulation during sex play, are found in 
quite a few mammals other than humans. A 
possible biologic explanation for the pleasurable 
sensations of oral activity in a sexual context is 
suggested by the fact that parts of the brain 
responding to oral and genital sensations are 
located next to each other and stimulation of the 
oral areas results in excitation of the genital

areas. 

QUESTION: Sometime ago I wrote to you 
about a compulsive cheek biting problem. You 
suggested that I was probably anxious about 
something. A divorce solved 90 per cent of my 
problems and the counseling the other ten per 
cent. Anyway, I haven’t bit my cheek in two 
years now. 

I have another minor problem or question. I 
worry about alcoholism because my father has 
this problem. Currently, I am going with a guy 
(we get along fine) who drinks about six beers a 
day and on the weekends gets what he calls 
drunk on beer, about 12 beers per day on Friday 
and Saturday. He is never obnoxious in any way; 
in fact, his disposition often improves with beer. 
My question is simply, is this a dangerous 
pattern? He never touches hard liquor because 
both his parents have drinking problems. 

ANSWER: There is no question that your 
friend has a very serious drinking problem. The 
amount of alcohol he consumes is such that he 
most likely would have some withdrawal 
symptoms if he had to stop suddenly. One clue to 
the extent of the problem is your comment that 
his disposition gets better as he drinks more. The 
natural question is: What happens to his 
disposition and how does he feel if he drinks less 
than what he does? 

Getting drunk on beer is a_ professionally 
interesting phenomenon. Unlike drinking hard 
liquor where small amounts are potent, it takes a 
prodigious effort to handle the volume of fluid 
involved in continually drinking beer. The drink 
a quart, urinate a quart cycle gets tedious, 
leading a heavy beer drinking acquaintance of 
mine to observe that one doesn’t really buy beer, 
one rents it. 

People with drinking problems often come 
from families where one or both parents also 
have a drinking problem. Such a situation is 
another example of maladaptive patterns of 
dealing with stress being adopted by children. 
The situation is enhanced by cultural or sub- 
cultural attitudes toward alcohol that emphasize 
anti social aspects of its use or forbidden uses. 
The problem is complex in that the forbidden 
aspects of alcohol use can be so emphasized that 
rigidly non-drinking families can provide the 
setting for a rebellious member to use alcohol as 
a destructive device. A startling number of 
women with alcoholic fathers tend to get 
involved with men who also have drinking 
problems. Unless your friend can see his 
drinking as being a problem that he needs some 
help in solving, and unless he can alter his 
pattern of drinking, he is headed for big trouble.

Dye in the SUB. 
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Canada Reduces Pot Penalties 


(CPS) The Canadian 
government is expected to 
reduce penalties for simple 
possession of marijuana later 
this year. 

Under legislation to be 
introduced to the Canadian 
parliament in the current 
session, the maximum penalty 
would drop to $200 for first 
offenders and to $400 for 
subsequent offences. 

Conviction for trafficking of 
any drugs, including marijuana, 


Acid Test 
Developed 


Washington, D.C. (CPS) — A 
major scientific breakthrough in 
the detection and treatment of 
“LSD abuse”’ was announced at a 
science and medical editors 
conference September 7 by the 


Bureau of Narcotics and 
Dangerous Drugs (BNDD). 
A team of scientists at 


Collaborative Research Inc., of 
Waltham Massachusetts, which 
is under a contract with BNDD, 
has discovered a method to 
detect LSD in a few milliliters of 
blood or urine after a psychedelic 
dose and also measure 
accurately how much of the drug 
is present. 

Prior to this discovery, there 
had been no analytic method 
sensitive enough to measure 
concentrations of the drug in 
body fluids after a dose. An 
active dose of LSD is in 
microgram amounts, which are 
so small that after distribution 
throughout the body the amounts 
are diluted to such a degree that 
a sample of blood or urine will not 


contain enough LSD to be 
detected. 
According to Dr. Theresa 


Harwood, chief pharmacologist 
of the Biological Research 
Branch of BNDD, “‘It will now be 
possible to study the distribution 
of LSD throughout the animal 
body, its metabolism can be 
followed, the rate and patterns of 
its excretion can be measured, 
blood levels of the drug can be 
correlated with pharmacological 
effects and behavior, and 
duration of drug concentration 
and accumulation of the drug in 
the body can be studied. This new 
method will be an asset in the 
diagnosis of bizarre behavior in 
the emergency room of the 
hospital.” 

What this new method actually 
is has not been revealed yet. 


Straights Are 
Now Innocent 


(CPS) — Straight people in 
Ames, Iowa no longer have to 
fear the wrath of law when they 
attend pot parties. 

Until recently there was an 
Ames ordinance which made it a 
misdemeanor for anybody to 
frequent a “‘house, shop, building 
or place within the city for the 
purpose of use, sale, storage or 
distribution of opium, hashish, or 
marijuana or other narcotic.” 
The ordinance is presently being 
repealed by the Ames City 
Council on the recommendations 
of Ames Police Chief Arnie 
Siedelmann. 

Siedelmann said the law was 
‘‘just too hard to enforce.’’ There 
has never been a_ conviction 
under that law. 

A municipal court judge said 
recently that students need no 
longer fear arrest if they are not 
in actual possession of drugs. 
“Proof and circumstance must 
be proved,”’ he said. 


The latest dope on drugs— 


and possession of narcotics will 
still bring stiff fines and-or jail 
sentences — for instance, up to 
seven years in jail for smuggling. 

Under current law 
amendments, judges are able to 
direct that a person found guilty 
of simple possession be 
discharged without any criminal 
record, or undertake probation 
conditions. 

The Canadian department of 
justice has instructed all 
criminal prosecutors in cannabis 


cases tourge courts to decide this 
way, if there is no concurrent 
conviction for other offences and 
no previous criminal record. 

The transfer of marijuana from 
the Narcotics Control Act to the 
lesser penalized Food and Drug 
Act followed the final report of 
the Commission into the Non- 
Medical Use of Drugs, headed by 
chairman Gerard LeDain. 

The report, tabled earlier this 
year, recommended removal of 
all penalties for possession of 


marijuana or cultivation for 


personal use, while the actual. 


drug remained illegal. 
This was the commission’s 
Catch 22 — making it legal to 


possess an illegal drug. 


But the Liberal Party 
government under Pierre 
Trudeau has emphasized that it 
will not consider any form of 
legalization. 

Instead, it has separated 
marijuana from the more 
dangerous drugs by changing

Pot: To Be Or Not To Be 


San Francisco, Calif (CPS) — 
Voters in California may legalize 
possession of marijuana in that 
state this November 7 election. 

The California Marijuana 
Initiative (CMI) has achieved the 
“impossible” task of placing the 
issue on the ballot paper, and the 
proposition is now expected to 
poll more than 35 per cent of the 
vote. 

A late poll shows 33 per cent of 
the population in favor, with 63 
per cent against, and five per 
cent undecided. 

And this is before hundreds of 
volunteers, including students 
and long hairs, start canvassing 
door-to-door with leaflets 
supporting the issue, now known 
as Proposition 19. 

Although ad hoc organizations 
in several states including 
Michigan, Florida and Colorado 
attempted marijuana initiatives, 
only California succeeded. 

Last spring, the CMI collected 
900,000 certified signatures, 
surpassing the necessary 382,000, 
to place the proposition on th 
ballot. j 
. And. experts agree that about 
five million people — a quarter of 
the population — have tried 


marijuana in California, and will 
form the backbone of the ‘‘yes’’ 
vote. a 

Proposition 19, if approved, 
would remove all criminal 
penalties for the use, possession, 
cultivation and processing of 
marijuana by persons over the 
age of 18 years. 

It would, however, retain 
penalties for sale, and legislation 
which prohibits persons under 
the influence of marijuana from 
engaging in activities which 
endanger others. ~ 

There is little opposition to the 
proposal, but the little that is 
currently circulating is akin to 
the propaganda first publicized 


by the father of the  anti- 
marijuana laws, Harry 
Anslinger. 

University. of California 


physician and physiologist, Dr. 
Hardin. Jones, insists that 
marijuana is more harmful to 
users than alcohol, and_ that 
heavy smoking “‘probably causes 
shrinking of the brain, quickly 
turning users into what he calls 
“‘mental zombies.” 

Dr. Jones adds that marijuana 
smokers can become ‘‘heavily 
dependent’? on pot after four 


years of use, whereas the 
dependence on alcohol requires 
at least 30 years of heavy 
drinking. 

Supporters of the proposal 
argue that a ‘‘yes’”’ vote would 
save Californian taxpayers the 


~ hundreds of millions of dollars 


expended each year on arrest, 
prosecution and’ punishment of 
marijuana smokers, 


More important, they say, is 
that the chance to end the annual 
arrest of more than 600,000 
individuals — most of them under 
the age of 25 — is just eight weeks 
away. 


“The message isn’t just 
marijuana,” says a statement 
released by CMI this week. 


“The issue is freedom — the 
right of 7 eople to be free in their 
own hvumes, the right of 


individuals to control their own 
consciousness, to make their own 
decision as to what substance 
they will or will not consume.” 
If the proposition is approved, 
it will take effect immediately in 
California, and would surely 
have national implications 
setting a precedent for voters and 
lawmakers in other states.

their classification, and will 
retain illegal possession laws to 
deter new users. 

Pressure for changes in 
Canadian marijuana laws may 
have come from mounting 
convictions for marijuana use, as 
well as the LeDain report. 

Last year, convictions for 
simple possession of marijuana 
in Canada totaled 7,052 — of these 
only 570 were jailed, and only 15 
of the latter landed in prison on a 
first offence.

The Senate is called upon to raise 


questions concerning any academic changes 


that BCC may undergo. Also communication « 


with all the other community colleges and State 
Universities is handled through the Student 
Senate. Many times other college student 
governments witness the same problems and 
have discovered by sharing their experiences 
with other student governments many dilemmas 
can be averted, 


If a student wishes to voice an opinion on any 
particular aspect of BCC, he may air his views in 
front of his peers. Ideas are always exchanged 
among the Senators which benefit not only the 
clubs, but the individuals themselves—There is 
always a polemical atmosphere during the 
meetings. It is here the students convene and 
resolve any problems that they themselves have 
discovered as a troublesome obstacle to 
students.
